NOVELTIES OF CHINESE COSTUME. 


Fits Except His Stockinffi— 
Jacket* aiid Cap*. 


[St. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 


Tho principal feature- about a Chinaman's 


costume is the fact that nothing over fits bet 
his stockings. His clothing consists really ot 
throe or four shirts or garments made after 
tho fashion of a shirt, each opening In front 
and having flvo buttons, ft sacred number. 
These buttons aro never in a straight row, 
but in a sort oC scmi-circlo half around the 
body. The outer garments havo sleoves a 
foot longer than tho arm, a fact which affords 
abundant opportunities lor theft A China- 
man's jackets are his thermometer. Ho will 
say: 
"To-day is three jackets cold, and if it 


increases at this rate, to-morrow will be four 
or fivo jackets cold." 


Thoir shoes aro woll known, but then- caps 


are of three or four different forms. One 
thoy call tho "watermelon cap," of tho shape 
of half a watermelon, having no front-piece, 
but Instead, .a knob on tho top by which it is 
handled. "The second is like a round top felt 
hat with tho sides turned up, and others lire 
of various shapes. Tho color of tbe knob on 
top of tho hat is tho sign of rank among 
mandarins. Tho lowest wear a gilt Jmob, 
then a white stone, a cloar crystal, a pale 
blue stone, a deep blue, a palo red and a deep 
rod, in order of rank. Yellow may only bo 
worn by tho omporo'.-'.i family, but as a mark 
of respect to ago, men ovor 90 years by 
special edicts aro allowed to wear yellow, 
this always entitling them to great considera- 
tion among all classes.

Tho dudo pantaloon probably originated 


among the Chinese, for, from tbo dawn of 
hintory. on stato occasions officials 
and 


dressy parsons will wear a sort of pant«Joon, 
fitting as tightly as possibly to tho log, and 
each leg being entirely separate from its fel- 
low. Theso trousers are of silk or satin, and 
the logs aro held in place by being fastened to 
waistband or belt round tho body. On the 
approach of cold weather the Chinese in- 
crease tho number of thulr garments, until 
sometimes they nro like animated bales of 
cotton, their arms being forced Into a nearly 
horizontal position; nor do thoy takeoff their 
masses of clothing until the. return of 
spring.
